LAZING by his Hollywood swimming . 


pool, Burt Reynolds looks like a 


poster of himself. With his warm 


brown eyes, dazzling grin and trim 
physique — he is one inch under six 
feet and weighs 165 pounds. | 

America's biggest box-office draw, 
from four feet away, is not disappoin- 
ting. 


Reynolds, whose name has become 


synonymous with ''sex symbol,'' is not so 


much handsome from certain angles as 
he is engaging. 

Up close, only the square jaw recalls 

the college halfback he once was. 
. The hair on his head, while a bit sparse 
in front, is his, courtesy of recent hair 
transplants; the toupee he's been known 
to wear is tucked away. 

At 44, Reynolds is Hollywood’s top 
bachelor millionaire. 

Reynolds can talk freely, about. his 
womanising and hard drinking, about 
fears of marriage and a disastrous trv at 
it with Judy Carne of. television's 
Laugh-In, about bad dating habits and 
women. 


Then, without warning, his temper can 
flare at a mention of elevator shoes or 
even more prving questions about his 
romance with Sally Field. . 


— These flare-ups, however, may have 
more to do with the time lapse between 
the periodic small meals he must have for 
his low blood sugar condition, 


hypoglycemia, than with a wish to guard 


his privacy. 


Hypoglycemia uudeet him so close to 
death in 1975 that the scare prompted 
him to make the black comedy, The End.

A MAN police describe 
asa ‘screwball’’, has 
been blamed for gunning 
down former Beatle John 
Lennon in New York. 


The singer-songwriter, and 
his Japanese-born wife Yoko 
Ono, were walking towards 
their exclusive Manhattan : 
apartment on Tuesday, 
December 9 when the killer 
approached and pumped five 
bullets in Lennon. 

Lennon, 40, was rushed to 
Roosevelt Hospital, but he 
was dead on arrival. 

Police later arrested and 
charged a man with Lennon's 
murder. He is Mark David 
Chapman, 25, of Hawaii. 
Police claim the murder 
weapon was a .38 calibre 
revolver. 

Lennon, the founder of the 
legendary Beatles, lived an 
eccentric life with Yoko after 
the group broke up in 1970. 
He emerged from virtual 
isolation recently to promote 
a new album, Double 
Fantasy, he made with Yoko. 


Critics have hailed the album 
as among his best.

He gave me my big break,

GEORGE DREYFUS, the music man 
who wrote the television themes for 
Rush and Power Without Glory, is 
back on record with a few twists to 
his songs. 

Dreyfus, 52, has released The Film 
Music of George Dreyfus Vol. 2, through 
the World Record Club. 

On the album characteristic concert 
noises can be heard. 

They include coughing, sneezing, ap- 
plauding, booing, dropping jaffas, rustl- 
ing programs and chocolate wrappers. 
The suite even includes words from a 
hostile newspaper critique George once 
received.

Dreyfus regards himself as a serious 
musician who writes orchestral music.

Dreyfus delights in recalling how he 
became a film composer overnight. 


‘‘Director Tim Burstall was making a 
television series for the ABC called The 
Adventures Of Sebastian The Fox and he 
had struck a problem with the music.

“This was followed by scores of 
documentaries for Film Australia. Then 
came music for the TV series, Rush, 
Power Without Glory, Marion, Break Of 
Day, Let The Balloon Go, the film 
Dimboola and the current ABC series, 
Lawson's Mates. 


"I'm currently working on the new 
Melbourne Theatre Company play
